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attention paid exclusively to her own situation. 

"It's larger than just me and my problem," 
Rosenlee said. "We need to make the 
workplace compatible with family culture." 

Rosenlee sees a child-care center on campus 
as having other benefits as well. 

"It's also a recruiting tool. When we bring in 
new employees, we can say 'We welcome you, 
and we also welcome your family,'" she said. 
"It makes for a more productive 
environment, where a faculty 
member can be very close to 
their children, and not have to 
worry about their well- 
being." 

Rosenlee said students 
could also experience an 
advantage from such a center. 

"It would be a large benefit 
to education students, allowing 
them to experience an 
environment of small children. 
Psychology, linguistics, and even 
philosophy majors could use a 
day-care center as a resource," 
Rosenlee said. 

The faculty affairs 
subcommittee surveyed 258 UMW 
administrative staff, classified 
employees, and teaching faculty. The 
results were published in the fall of 2003. 

Eighty-seven percent of those surveyed 
believed that the college should provide a 
space on campus for a child-care center, while 
ninety percent said that having a childcare 
center on campus would make it easier to hire 
employees at the University. 

The College of William & Mary, the 
University of Virginia, Virginia Commonwealth 
University and George Mason University all 
have on-campus day-care centers. 




Child-care at these institutions comes at a 
price, however. For one infant, the University 
of Virginia and the College of William and 
Mary charge approximately $ 1 78 per week for 
infants, $170 per week for young toddlers, 
$165 per week for older toddlers, and $156 per 
week for pre-school aged children. 

The faculty senate survey also showed that 
UMW employees would be willing to pay for a 
full-time child-care service. Over two-thirds of 
surveyed who have children four and 
under currently pay between one 
hundred and two hundred dollars a 
week for child-care. 

Sixty percent of those 
surveyed said they would pay 
similar prices for an on- 
campus center. 
Rosenlee sees this as proof 
that a day-care center would be 
economically viable. 

"It can be self-sustaining. The 
survey demonstrates that day-care is 
expensive, but people are willing to 
pay for it," she said. 

Hurley will present the survey's 
findings to the Board of Visitors 
on Feb. 18 and 19. Even though 
the administration has been 
searching for a solution to the 
problem since 1990, no timetable 
has been finalized. 
"The report is an interim report and does not 
conclude with a recommendation," Hurley 
said. 

Until the bureaucratic process yields a 
result, Rosenlee continues to advocate a more 
family-friendly campus. 

"It is ironic," said Rosenlee. "That a 
college, originally strictly a women's college, 
named after the mother of the founder of this 
country, doesn't encourage working mothers to 
pursue their academic goals."

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Sunday and a lot of people would be out of town," 
Cudahy said. 

Cudahy said the Senate should vote on the 
constitution during a regularly scheduled meeting, 
rather than the special meeting. 

"One of the reasons I'm running, essentially, 
is to showcase that if there are not problems, how 
can one person run for everything? Essentially, I 
could run as dictator of the school, not that I want 
to," Stepanick said. 

"I would not keep them, simply because I feel 
that having a few individuals with a lot of power 
is unfair, so I would resign from all but one," 
Stepanick said. 

"[Stepanick] has the right to run for that many, 
but to run for positions he didn't really know 
anything about or want to hold was wrong. He 
shouldn't have done it," said freshman and rules 
and procedures committee member Amanda 
McCuskey. 

Senator and junior Becky Sklepovich would be 
running unopposed for Inter-Club Assembly 
president if Stepanick were not running. 

"It's an interesting decision on his part and he 
definitely has a right to run for as many positions 
as he feels necessary so it's not something that 



I'm bothered by," Sklepovich said. 

Kozar, who is running for SGA vice president 
and Academic Affairs Council chair, said that if 
elected to both positions, he would step down 
from one. 

According to Kozar, he is showing "to a lesser 
extent" why the constitution should have been 
voted on in the Senate. Like Stepanick, Kozar said 
he would choose one position. 

At least 50 percent plus one member of the 
student Senate must approve the constitution for it 
to pass. After it passes in the Senate, it must be 
approved by a majority of the student body. 

Sklepovich said she was uncertain if the 
constitution would have passed in the Senate body. 

"I think the Senate was fairly divided over it. 
There were a couple of controversial clauses. 
When we had preliminary voting, it was very 
divisive," Sklepovich said. 

"I would have voted for it," McCuskey said. 

Frank Puleo, the current SGA president who is 
also running for re-election, attended the meetings 
for revising the constitution last year and said that 
though the new constitution did not pass. 

"It gives us a nice starting point to work with 
next year," Puleo said.

"MWC" Domain 
Changes To "UMW

The University of Mary Washington will lose 
access to the "mwc.edu" Internet domain on Feb. 
23, but will maintain access to the "umw.edu" 
Internet domain. 

According to Mike Merrill, computer network 
support technician, any attempt on or after Feb. 23 
to access University of Mary Washington URL 
through the "mwc.edu" domain will be 
unsuccessful and any e-mails sent to "mwc.edu" 
addresses will be returned to 
the sender. 

Educause, a 
nonprofit 
association, 
manages 
registration of 
names in the 
".edu" domain. 
All ".edu" 
domains are 
reserved for 
accredited 
institutions of 
higher education, 
and an institution 
is only allowed usage 
of one ".edu" domain, 
according to the Educause Web 
site. 

The University of Mary Washington is currently 
in a transition period between the ".mwc" and 
"umw" internet domains, allowing both to be used 
by the University from July 1, 2004, the day of the 
University's name change, until Feb. 22, 2005. 

Because the University's domain transition 
period is coming to an end, students need to take 
several steps to prepare for the upcoming change. 

The Department of Information Technologies 
has developed an informational Web site 
regarding the name change, 
www.umw.edu/technology/namechange/, which 
explains the necessary procedures to prepare for 
the domain change. The informational Web site 
was first set up Jan. 3 1 , according to Merrill. 

According to the Web site, students will need to 
change the domain in their network settings if it has 
not already been changed. Any web page links to 
University sites and any browser bookmarks will 
need to reset to contain the "umw.edu" domain. 




Information in 'Groupwise Signature' which 
currently features MWC information needs to be 
updated to include UMW information. Students 
also need to change their e-mail addresses located 
on their blackboard site in the personal information 
section. All of these changes need to be made prior 
to Feb. 23 to avoid any problems. 

In addition to these changes, students and 
faculty also need to change any e-mail addresses in 
Groupwise address books and student address 
books which use the "mwc.edu" domain. The 
changes to the address books need to be 
made prior to Feb. 21, according to 
the University Web site. 

All of the procedures students 
need to make the changes can be 
found on the informational Web 
site. 

The University's 
Department of 
Information 
Technologies has 
also prepared a 
checklist, 
available on 
their Web site, to 
help prepare for 
the domain 
change. Steps to 
updating 
Blackboard accounts 
can also be located on 
the Blackboard site under, 'my 

Announcements.' 

According to Cathy Derecki, Director of Web 
Communications, the informational Web site will 
be available to students indefinitely. 

"It will be kept up for a while," Derecki said, 
"People need time." 

According to Merrill, the problems students are 
most likely to encounter after the ".mwc.edu" 
domain is shut down or the loss of web page 
bookmarks and the inability to use e-mail addresses, 
if steps are not taken to prepare. Merrill said that 
overall, she is not anticipating many problems for 
students. 

According to an e-mail sent out to all faculty 
and staff by Richard Hurley, executive vice 
presidenr and chief financial officer, preparation 
for the change should be made as soon as 
possible. "Devoting some time to it now will save 
you time and headaches later," Hurley said.

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organization's events. He said approximately 850 
students attended this year's festival. 

The next round of candidates to speak were this 
year's SGA vice presidential candidates who 
include junior Paul Kozar, sophomore Grant 
Lahmann, and Stepanick. 

Candidates were asked what ideas they had to 
make the student senate more effective. 

Kozar's focus was on the amending of the 
current SGA constitution. 

"I think we need to start earlier, a lot earlier, get 
it worked through and done," he said. 

Lahmann proposed an idea for senate and 
student body interaction. 

"I think that to make senate more effective, we 
need to reach out to activist clubs on campus," he 
said. "They can use senate for a method for change 
because that's what we are." 

Lahmann and Kozar both agreed that student 
senate interaction was important in forming a 
cohesive organization. 

Junior Brant McQuitty and sophomore B.J. 
Huff are this year's candidates for honor council 
president. 

Moderators asked how they would increase 
compliance with the honor code. 

"I think one of the important things is to get 
across to new students during honor 
convocation... that it is really not something the 
school is doing because we want to have it, its 
something that increases the value of the school. . ." 
Huff said. "Right now in our business world it is 
something that is important. 

McQuitty offered his opinion on compliance as 
well. 

"Here at Mary Washington honor is a tradition 
and its really part of everyone and part of our 
lives..." McQuitty said. "I think we just need to 
continue to express that sense of tradition." 

McQuitty said he wanted to continue the work 
of the current honor council to create more 
awareness of possible violations. 

Next, judicial review board candidates took the 
podium. 

Molly Murphy, a junior, responded to a question 
posed about decreasing the number of offenders. 

She said she wanted to continue a program by 
the JRB that involved traveling to freshman dorm 
and educating students about the possible offenses. 

Paul Wash, a sophomore, agreed with Murphy 
and suggested the JRB take the campaign to all the 
dorm on campus and let students know all the 
offenses that can be committed. 

Both Judicial review board vice presidential 
candidates junior Kate Hallberg and sophomore 
Evan Stepanick were not present to answer 
questions. 

Legislative Action Committee chair candidates 
include Jarred Turner, junior Heather Wetzel and 
sophomore Evan Stepanick. 

Turner was the only candidate for the office 



present and was asked what his role would be in 
addressing student concerns over textbook prices. 

He cited his current efforts on campus to 
support a bill in Virginia's General Assembly that 
would require professors to supply course texts to 
students earlier in the academic year which would 
allow them to purchase books online. 

The Academic Affairs council candidates are 
juniors Meghan Cudahy and Paul Kozar along with 
Stepanick. 

Kozar and was asked if they thought a minors 
program is necessary at the university. 

"I think it's very important we are a university 
and like most universities in the state and the 
United States with big minors programs, we need 
one here as well," Kozar said. 

Cudahy did not speak on behalf of the office 
because at the time of the voter information night ' 
she was slated to run for SGA vice president. 

Stephanie Bowen, is the only candidate for the 
commuting student association president. 

In her speech she said one of her goals was to 
provide more activities for commuters. When 
asked how she would increase commuter 
involvement 

Bowen said events could be held after classes to 
attract commuters since they usually leave campus 
after they are done with courses. 

Association of residence hall candidates include 
sophomore Jenny Duval, junior Tessa Merna, and 
Stepanick. 

In her speech Duval said there were many 
resources on campus available for residence halls. 

"By using all the resources that they have for 
programming, late night programming, we would 
be able to empower the students and build a 
centered community in our residence halls." 

Merna said she was disappointed at the lack of 
student recognition of the ARH on campus and 
wanted to increase student support for their halls 
and build new campus traditions. 

"We need to build a sense of pride in living in 
residence halls. . ." she said. 

Iriterclub association presidential candidates are 
junior Rebecca Sklepovich and Stepanick. 

Sklepovich was asked how she would plan 
on managing clubs and helping clubs follow 
rules. 

"I think a big part of that is just being accessible 
to organization and making yourself a resource so 
when clubs have questions you are there to answer 
them and you provide an outlet for them to come to 
if they have any problems or any concerns," she 
said. 

The only candidate for student media j 
council chair candidate is sophomore TR 
Revella. 

He said his main priority is to get awareness 
about student media council out on campus. He 
also said he wanted to create a forum for 
different media on campus to come together 
and to create different forms of advertisements 
for such organizations.

Earlier this month, we learned 
Virginia Del. Algie T. Howell (D - 
Norfolk) filed legislation to outlaw 
sagging pants and impose a $50 fine 
on those modeling the top of their 
undies.

Downtown Time Machine:

Last winter, senior Chris 
Rogers was looking in his 
father's University of Notre 
Dame alumni magazine 
which contained an article 
detailing the success of 
Notre Dame's online 
textbook forum. 

This got him thinking. 

Rogers broached the 
subject to fellow senior and 
Psi Upsilon fraternity 
brother, Ryan Walker, and 
together the two developed 
MWBookTrader.com. It 
was up and running by 
April 2004. 

This online forum 
allows students to post textbooks they need to 
buy and textbooks they want to sell.

Last winter, senior Chris 
Rogers was looking in his 
father's University of Notre 
Dame alumni magazine 
which contained an article 
detailing the success of 
Notre Dame's online 
textbook forum. 

This got him thinking. 

Rogers broached the 
subject to fellow senior and 
Psi Upsilon fraternity 
brother, Ryan Walker, and 
together the two developed 
MWBookTrader.com. It 
was up and running by 
April 2004. 

This online forum 
allows students to post textbooks they need to 
buy and textbooks they want to sell. The goal is 
for students to sell their books at a higher price 
than what they get during textbook buyback at 
the University bookstore, but at a lower price 
than what the bookstore sells the book for. 

According to the Web site: 
"The concept behind our 
forum is to allow the students 
of [UMW] to get the most 
money for their books and to 
create an online community 
between students to spread 
information. The more users 
we have, the easier it is to find 
books and things you need." 

While the site currently has 
119 registered users, Rogers 
and Walker said their goal is to 
get upwards of 500 members. 
They hope the Web site will 
become more than an avenue 
to buy and sell books, but also 
a place to communicate with 
fellow students, make 
announcements and find rides. 

MWBookTrader.com allows students to post 
books they have, books they need, furniture and 
other items.

Unlike other online book sellers, such as 
half.com, MWBookTrader.com does not take 
commission. 

"We don't have anything to do with the 
money," Walker said. "This is just a way to put 
people in touch with each other, like Facebook." 
Walker said he has received e-mails from a 
few users who bought or 

sold their books through 

the forum. For the most 
part the responses have 
been positive, but 
members wish the Web 
site was more well- 
known to increase 
selection. 

"We turned it over to 
the fraternity to constitute 
a base of support," 
Rogers said. "But it's 
getting started slowly." 

Rogers, Walker and 
other fraternity members 
put out flyers for the 
forum during textbook 
buyback time last year. 
However, they did not get the word out early 
enough for many people to join. 

Sophomore and Psi Upsilon member, Doug 
White, said the book trader is good for those who 



prefer to buy their 
books online for 
cheaper prices. 

"You can just meet 
the seller out at the 
fountain, and you get 
to look at the book 
before you buy it so 
you know if it's been 
highlighted or written 
in," White said. 
Rogers agrees. 
"It takes the 
uncertainty and 
ambiguity out of 
online shopping," 
Rogers said. "It's a 
nifty little thing that 
just needs a popular 
support base." 
Sophomore Andrew Greeley learned about the 
forum this year. 

"Last year I bought a book on Amazon.com 
for $30 that was $80 at the [University] 
bookstore," Greeley said. "This Web site idea is 
great, though. It's students helping students and 
everybody benefits." 

Sophomore Andrea Rayacic tried to buy a 
textbook from half.com but was disappointed 
with the experience. 

"On half.com I got a $100 text book for $50, 
but it was actually a photocopy of the original," 
she said. "I think this [MWBookTrader] forum is 
good because there is no risk of that happening, 
plus you can sell old editions that will still work 
for the class, but the bookstore won't give you 
any money for." 

The forum has not encountered any resistance 
from the University. 

The rising cost of textbooks has been a hot 
topic in Virginia lately. According to the Free 
Lance-Star, delegate Glenn Oder, R-Newport 
News, is sponsoring state legislation that would 
force professors to announce to students their 
required textbooks at the same time they inform 
the college bookstores. 

Sophomore Nick Ellis said he hopes that the 
forum will eventually force the bookstore to 
lower prices or increase what they pay students 
during textbook buyback.

Bookshop To Host

University of Mary Washington senior Chelsea St. Clair, who is an 
intern with the Athenaeum. 

Her duties include promoting activities at the bookshop, 
collaborating with authors to create a space that they will be 
comfortable in and writing the newsletter for members of the society. 

For Saturday's event, St. Clair interviewed Hicks and wrote a 
brief promotional piece that will appear in The Washington Post. 

Although St. Clair has only been at the shop for about a month, 
she already loves it. 

"There's a pretty big distinction between the city of 
Fredericksburg and the college. They don't tend to mix much. I've 
met people in the community like storytellers and writers that I 
wouldn't have met otherwise," St. Clair said. 

Her experience illustrates one of the goals of the Athenaeum, 
which maintains in its mission statement that it wants to "stimulate 
the exchange of ideas and foster a collaborative education between 
those who cherish the world of the arts and the public at large." 

To finance that goal as well as renovations and promotion of their 
events, the Athenaeum relies on the sale of donated books, private 
contributions, small fundraisers and its members. 

Athenaeum members receive a newsletter and according to 
Lewis, "They get the satisfaction of supporting a cultural entity." 

There is also a donation jar in the shop, but St. Clair makes it 
clear that money is not expected. 

"That's not our reason for doing this," she said. 

When choosing a name for the bookshop, Lewis and the other 
directors of the Athenaeum felt that the title of their society was too 
"stodgy" for the shop. 

After tossing around different names, the idea for the phrase 
Wounded Bookshop came from a friend who had dropped food in a 
book and then broken the spine, leaving the 200-year-old signed 
volume injured. Most of the books sold at the shop also have a 
history of wounds. 

Some people like to see a Civil War connection in the name, 
which is not surprising in an area so full of history. 

Lewis also sees a healing aspect to the shop. Customers come in 
looking for something in particular that will help them with whatever 
troubles they are carrying. 

"It will probably mean something new next week," Lewis said, 
laughing.

Political correspondent, journalist and author 
Farai Chideya admits politics can be as exciting 
as watching paint dry. As part of the James 
Farmer Multicultural Center's Cultural 
Awareness Series, Chideya spoke on Feb. 9 in 
Lee Hall Ballroom, addressing the problems of 
low voter turnout and waning political 
engagement in America. 

"Voting is like flossing: Nobody likes to do it, 
but the more you do it, the more likely you are to 
continue. You get used to it," Chideya said. 

Chideya has been a correspondent on ABC 
News, an anchor on the Oxygen network's "Pure 
Oxygen," and a contributor to CNN, BET, Fox 
and MSNBC. She has written three books, 



"Don't Believe the Hype: Fighting Cultural 
Misinformation about African Americans," "The 
Color of Our Future" and "Trust: Reaching the 
100 Million Missing Voters." Chideya currently 
hosts Your Call Radio KALW 91.7 FM in San 
Francisco. 

Chideya began her speech by reading a 
passage from her book, "Trust." She related 
anecdotes about family and friends, as well as her 
personal experiences. A self-described hip-hop 
addict, she played excerpts from songs and 
commented on the unifying power of hip-hop. 

"Hip-hop was an attempt to make sense of the 
world by people who didn't feel they had a voice. 
It was a way to express rage and frustration with 
the system. It became the cultural fire around 
which people gathered," Chideya said. 



She explained her concept of a triangle of 
disenfranchised voters, young people, the poor 
working class, and people of color. These three 
demographic groups, she explained, are the least 
likely to vote because of hopelessness, lack of 
opportunities or both. Hip-hop is a way of 
empowering this "triangle" since it is generally 
made by young, working-class minorities. 
However, she did 
criticize today's hip- 
hop for being shallow 
and less politically 
charged as it was in 
years past. 

"[Chideya's] 
allusion to hip-hop as 
a unifying factor was 
interesting. I thought 
the issues she 
addressed were very 
pertinent to our 
times," said senior 
International Affairs 
and Biology major 
Emily Lynch. 

Chideya described 

the two-party system 

of representation in 
the United States as 

problematic and stifling. She said it lacks the 
variety of candidates and viewpoints available in 
a system of proportional representation. When 
there are only two candidates for a given office, 
they are more likely to play it safe in order to 
appeal to more voters. Chideya admits that 
American democracy is not where it should be.

Rather than evolving, it has reached a dangerous 
plateau where money talks and the interests of 
those most in need are not represented. Short of 
overhauling the two-party system, Chideya 
suggested building coalitions and interest groups 
to effect changes in government. 

Multicultural Student Counselor Greta 
Franklin praised Chideya for being a dynamic 
speaker and 
nonthreatening to students. 

"She writes about 

politics in an accessible 
way," she said. "She 
doesn't make you feel 
guilty for not being 
politically informed." 

Chideya revealed her 
passion for sharing her 
views on politics with 
college students. She sees 
young people as being 
idealistic and energized, 
more open to dissenting 
opinions and challenging 
views. She took care to 
mention that even if one 
does not major in political 
science, the decisions of 
the government impact 

everyone. 

"If Social Security goes bust, you'll be broke," 
she said. "If the government scales back Pell 
Grants, you might not be able to pay for school. 
Politics for politics' sake isn't interesting, but life 
is political. Politics is in the air we breathe."

Entertainment and history will mingle in an 
accurate 1860s setting that encompasses Civil 
War events in the annual Victorian Ball. Hosted 
by UMW's Preservation Club, the ball will take 
place on Feb. 19 in the Lee Hall Ballroom. 

Senior Jessica Stem serves as this year's 
chairperson and says that the purpose of the ball, 
aside from entertainment and enjoyment, is "to 
raise awareness of the Preservation Club and of 
Civil War-period entertainment in general for 
students and the public." 

The ball is more than just a dance. It will 
include authentic period parlor games and 
dances, such as waltzes, reels and a group dance 
known as a schottische. There will also be 
refreshments made with period recipes. 

Music for the event will be provided by 
Gilmore's Light Ensemble, a Maryland-based 
band that plays period music for Civil War re- 
enactment events. It was at one of these events 



that Stem met the band and engaged their 
services for the ball. 

The band includes, a "caller," who announces 
the dances that are played. For the Victorian Ball, 
the Gilmore Light Ensemble's caller will also 
provide dance instructions from 10 a.m. to noon 
on the day of the ball. 

Period dress is encouraged, but not required. 
For those who choose not to attend in period 
dress, semi-formal attire is appropriate. For those 
who do wish to attend in period dress, the event's 
Web site provides a link to information about 
costume rentals in the Fredericksburg area. 

If it is more than a normal dance, the ba.ll is 
also far more than just a costume party. Titled 
"The Gallant Pelham Gala," it is grounded in an 
accurate historical setting, as a ball to honor 
Major John Pelham, a Confederate artillery 
commander during the Civil War. As Stem 
explains, Pelham led a unit known as Stuart's 
Horse Artillery, and was credited with defending 
the right flank of the Confederate army at the 
battle of Fredericksburg in December of 1862. 



The ball is therefore 
"set" in February of 
1863, and the festivities 
will include toasts made 
to Pelham and other 
prominent Confederates 
of the time. Because the 
Preservation Club has 
strived to make the ball 
as historically accurate 
as possible, it will have 
a Confederate setting. 

Stem, who is a 
history major and a 
member of the 
Preservation Club, 
became involved with 
events like the Victorian 
Ball through her 

lifelong love of history. She has been attending 
and participating in Civil War re-enactment 
events for about eight years, and is a member of 
a local re-enactment group, the 47th Virginia

Stem said. "The politics and moral 
dilemmas of that period make it 
unique to any other war this 
country has been involved in."

The Fockers: Not 
Worth Meeting

A joke is funny the first time you hear it. 
The second time, it may still entice a snicker, 
but by the third and all subsequent repetitions, 
the joke is downright annoying. 

"Meet The Fockers," the much-anticipated 
sequel to 2000's "Meet The Parents," tells the 
same jokes, over and over again, to the point 
where they grate on the viewer's nerves. 

The movie begins with Gaylord "Greg" 
Focker (played by Ben Stiller) and his fiancee 
Pamela Byrnes (Teri Polo) traveling to spend 
a weekend together with their families on 
Greg's stomping ground, Focker Isle 

The original parents are back: Robert 
De Niro is Jack Byrnes, Pam's 
overprotective dad who used to be in the 
CIA, and Dina Byrnes (Blythe 
Danner), Pam's mother. 

The original — 
parents have a 
new grandson that 
they bring along for the 
visit to Focker Isle. The 
adorable L.J. (Little Jack), 
played by twins Spencer and 
Bradley Pickren, is in an 
intensive learning program 
orchestrated by Jack. 

Dustin Hoffman and 
Barbra Streisand play Bernie and Roz Focker, 
Greg's parents. Hoffman has done comedies 
before (he dressed as a woman in 1982's 
"Tootsie") but he makes a disappointing show 
this time, repeating the same contrived lines.. 
Over and over, he calls to his son, "Hey, 
Gay!" 

Similarly, the jokes about Roz's 
occupation (sex therapist for the elderly) flow 
like water from a fountain. 

Pam has a surprise in store for her family: 
She is expecting a child. Pam and Greg 
attempt to keep the secret from Jack. 

Jack, always trying to humiliate his future 
son-in-law, uses his old CIA tricks again, just 
like he did in the first movie. He stealthily 
sets up a hidden camera while Greg is 
babysitting L.J., and the result is expected: 
Greg loses the baby and he gives him 
unauthorized toys, including a bottle of rum. 

Greg also accidentally teaches the baby to 
say the word "asshole." Jack finds out, of 
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course. 

Jack later injects Greg with "truth serum," 
which makes Greg tell the truth about Pam's 
pregnancy and his lust for Dina Byrnes--and 
more. 

"Meet the Fockers" tries hard to have new 
and fresh material, but it doesn't work. Greg, 
for example, has a few other relatives. Their 
names are Randy and Omey. 

Didn't see that one coming. 

Perhaps the most delightful part of the 
movie-maybe the only delightful part-is an 
appearance by Owen Wilson, who appeared 
in the first movie as Kevin Rawley, Pam's ex- 
boyfriend. 

Unfortunately, the movie makes a 
contrived attempt to be sentimental. It tries 
its hardest to stress good family values and 
trust and respect. 

The sentimentality is the film's 
biggest eye-roller. Jack Byrnes has 
what he calls a 
y "circle of trust" in 
his family. But Jack 
does not trust anyone, and 
he must resolve his trust issues 
ith the Focker family and with 
is own family. 

Jack must learn to trust the 
rest of his family-and his step 
family. 

When he does, the movie 
takes a 180 and becomes inane, sentimental 
drivel, which is arguably infinitely worse than 
immature jokes. 

When a comedy based on contrived 
profanity jokes tries to be endearing, it 
usually just ends up bad. 

It seems like the joke's always on Ben 
Stiller. In "Zoolander," he was an idiot. In 
"Dodgeball," he was also an idiot. In "Meet 
the Fockers," Stiller has every single 
unfortunate event possible happen to him. 

"Meet the Fockers" has a few laughs, but 
the laughs are funny the first time. At an hour 
and 55 minutes, the movie is too long and too 
drawn-out. 

"Meet the Fockers" proves that something 
does not have to be good to grasp the public's 
attention. 

To put it into the vernacular, to make a 
predictable joke in accordance with the 
movie, the sequel to "Meet the Parents" is 
fockin' stupid.

A self-described hip-hop 
addict, she played excerpts from songs and 
commented on the unifying power of hip-hop. 

"Hip-hop was an attempt to make sense of the 
world by people who didn't feel they had a voice. 
It was a way to express rage and frustration with 
the system. It became the cultural fire around 
which people gathered," Chideya said. 



She explained her concept of a triangle of 
disenfranchised voters: young people, the poor 
working class, and people of color. These three 
demographic groups, she explained, arc the least 
likely to vote because of hopelessness, lack of 
opportunities or both. Hip-hop is a way of 
empowering this "triangle" since it is generally 
made by young, working-class 
However, she did 
criticize today's hip- 
hop for being shallow 
and less politically 
charged as it was in 
years past. 

"[Chideya's] 
allusion to hip-hop as 
a unifying factor was 
interesting. I thought 
the issues she 
addressed were very 
pertinent to our 
times," said senior 
International Affairs 
and Biology major 
Emily Lynch. 

Chideya described 

the two-party system 

of representation in 
the United States as 

problematic and stifling. She said it lacks the 
variety of candidates and viewpoints available in 
a system of proportional representation. When 
there are only two candidates for a given office, 
they are more likely to play it safe in order to 
appeal to more voters. Chideya admits that 
American democracy is not where it should be.

Rather than evolving, it has reached a dangerous 
plateau where money talks and the interests of 
those most in need are not represented Short of 
overhauling the two-party system, Chideya 
suggested building coalitions and interest groups 
to effect changes in government. 

Multicultural Student Counselor Greta 
Chideya for being a dynamic 
speaker and 
nonthreatening to students. 

"She writes about 
politics in an accessible 
way," she said. "She 
doesn't make you feel 
guilty for not being 
politically informed." 

Chideya revealed her 
passion for sharing her 
views on politics with 
college students. She sees 
young people as being 
idealistic and energized, 
more open to dissenting 
opinions and challenging 
views. She took care to 
mention that even if one 
_ does not major in political 
science, the decisions of 
the government impact 

everyone. 

"If Social Security goes bust, you'll be broke," 
she said. "If the government scales back Pell 
Grants, you might not be able to pay for school. 
Politics for politics' sake isn't interesting, but life 
is political. Politics is in the air we breathe." 



Chocolate 
Vaginas Raise 
Awareness

Starting next week, the candy for sale on campus will be a little 
different. Instead of a Hershey's Bar or a Snickers, students will be 
able to buy chocolate vaginas for a midday snack. 

The chocolate vaginas will be available for a limited time, and 
are promotional merchandise for the University of Mary 
Washington's production of "The Vagina Monologues" from Feb. 
22 to 23 in Dodd Auditorium. 

Junior Emily Campbell said there have been some 



misconceptions about what "The Vagina Monologues" are about. 

"Someone asked if they'd be performed naked because they 
heard they did it on Broadway, but no, they won't; this is UMW," 
Campbell said. 

The University is performing the show to benefit Hope House 
as a part of the V-Day campaign, which is meant to help stop 
violence against women and girls. V-Day is a non-profit 
organization that works to distribute funds to anti-violence groups 
in the community. Most of UMW's proceeds will benefit Hope 
House, a housing program for homeless women and their children 
in downtown Fredericksburg. Ten percent of the proceeds will go 
to V-Day and a small amount will be kept in holdover for next year, 
according to Campbell. 

Campbell, coordinator for V-Day events, said last year was the 
first time the show has been performed at the University, and it is 
done by individuals instead of any particular campus organization, 
though some campus organizations, like the Women's Interest 
Group, have helped with the organization or sponsoring of events 
during the week. 

The Rappahannock Council on Domestic Violence sponsored a 



speaker on Tuesday, Feb. 15 on identifying and dealing with 
assault. On Thursday, Feb. 1 7, there will be a V-Day documentary 
and discussion, and on Friday, Feb. 18, Westmoreland Hall 
Council will sponsor a vagina-making craft night. Monday. Feb. 21 
is Red Shirt Day, a day for anyone wno has been affected by 
violence against women to wear red. The monologues will be 
performed on Feb. 22 and 23 at 7 p.m. in Dodd. 

Proceeds will come from ticket sales, which are $5 for one 
night or $8 for both nights. The same monologues will be 
performed both nights, but with a different cast. Campbell said that 
about 50 students auditioned and everyone who auditioned was 
cast. Some of the monologues included are "My Angry Vagina," 
"Reclaiming Cunt," and "My Vagina Was My Village." 

The Vagina Monologues were originally written and performed 
by Eve Ensler, which inspired V-Day to start in 1998. According to 
vday.com, as Ensler performed the play around the world, many 
women began to share their own stories with her. The monologues 
have been translated into 35 languages and are performed 
worldwide. More than 2,500 V-Day events will take place this year

Victorian Gala Celebrates 
Civil War General Pelham

Entertainment and history will mingle in an 
accurate 1860s setting that encompasses Civil 
War events in the annual Victorian Ball. Hosted 
by UMW's Preservation Club, the ball will take 
place on Feb. 19 in the Lee Hall Ballroom. 

Senior Jessica Stem serves as this year's 
chairperson and says that the purpose of the ball, 
aside from entertainment and enjoyment, is "to 
raise awareness of the Preservation Club and of 
Civil War-period entertainment in general for 
students and the public." 

The ball is more than just a dance. It will 
include authentic period parlor games and 
dances, such as waltzes, reels and a group dance 
known as a schottische. There will also be 
refreshments made with period recipes. 

Music for the event will be provided by 
Gilmore's Light Ensemble, a Maryland-based 
band that plays period music for Civil War re- 
enactment events. It was at one of these events 



that Stem met the band and engaged their 
services for the ball. 

The band includes. a "caller," who announces 
the dances that are played. For the Victorian Ball, 
the Gilmore Light Ensemble's caller will also 
provide dance instructions from 10 a.m. to noon 
on the day of the ball. 

Period dress is encouraged, but not required. 
For those who choose not to attend in period 
dress, semi-formal attire is appropriate. For those 
who do wish to attend in period dress, the event's 
Web site provides a link to information about 
costume rentals in the Fredericksburg area. 

If it is more than a normal dance, the ba.ll is 
also far more than just a costume party. Titled 
"The Gallant Pelham Gala," it is grounded in an 
accurate historical setting, as a ball to honor 
Major John Pelham, a Confederate artillery 
commander during the Civil War. As Stem 
explains. Pelham led a unit known as Stuart's 
Horse Artillery, and was credited with defending 
the right flank of the Confederate army at the 
battle of Fredericksburg in December of 1862. 



The ball is therefore 
"set" in February of 
1863, and the festivities 
will include toasts made 
to Pelham and other 
prominent Confederates 
of the time. Because the 
Preservation Club has 
strived to make the ball 
as historically accurate 
as possible, it will have 
a Confederate setting. 

Stem, who is a 
history major and a 
member of the 
Preservation Club, 
became involved with 
events like the Victorian 
Ball through her 

lifelong love of history. She has been attending 
and participating in Civil War re-enactment 
events for about eight years, and is a member of 
a local re-enactment group, the 47th Virginia

around the world to benefit local charities helping to stop 
violence against women. In the past seven years, V-Day has 
raised over $25 million.

The Fockers: Not 
Worth Meeting

A joke is funny the first time you hear it. 
The second time, it may still entice a snicker, 
but by the third and all subsequent repetitions, 
the joke is downright annoying. 

"Meet The Fockers," the much-anticipated 
sequel to 2000's "Meet The Parents," tells the 
same jokes, over and over again, to the point 
where they grate on the viewer's nerves. 

The movie begins with Gaylord "Greg" 
Focker (played by Ben Stiller) and his fiancee 
Pamela Byrnes (Teri Polo) traveling to spend 
a weekend together with their families on 
Greg's stomping ground, Focker Isle 

The original parents are back: Robert 
De Niro is Jack Byrnes, Pam 
overprotective dad who used to be in the 
CIA, and Dina Byrnes (Blythe 
Danner), Pam's mother. 

The original 
parents have a 
new grandson that 
they bring along for the 
visit to Focker Isle. The 
adorable L.J. (Little Jack) 
played by twins Spencer and 
Bradley Pickren, is in an 
intensive learning program 
orchestrated by Jack. 

Dustin Hoffman and 
Barbra Streisand play Bernie and Roz Focker, 
Greg's parents. Hoffman has done comedies 
before (he dressed as a woman in 1982's 
"Tootsie") but he makes a disappointing show 
this time, repeating the same contrived lines.. 
Over and over, he calls to his son, "Hey, 
Gay!" 

Similarly, the jokes about Roz's 
occupation (sex therapist for the elderly) flow 
like water from a fountain. 

Pam has a surprise in store for her family: 
She is expecting a child. Pam and Greg 
attempt to keep the secret from Jack. 

Jack, always trying to humiliate his future 
son-in-law, uses his old CIA tricks again, just 
like he did in the first movie. He stealthily 
sets up a hidden camera while Greg is 
babysitting L.J., and the result is expected: 
Greg loses the baby and he gives him 
unauthorized toys, including a bottle of rum. 

Greg also accidentally teaches the baby to 
say the word "asshole." Jack finds out, of 
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course. 

Jack later injects Greg with "truth serum," 
which makes Greg tell the truth about Pam's 
pregnancy and his lust for Dina Byrnes--and 
more. 

"Meet the Fockers" tries hard to have new 
and fresh material, but it doesn't work. Greg, 
for example, has a few other relatives. Their 
names are Randy and Orney. 

Didn't see that one coming. 

Perhaps the most delightful part of the 
movie—maybe the only delightful part-is an 
appearance by Owen Wilson, who appeared 
in the first movie as Kevin Rawley, Pam's ex- 
boyfriend. 

Unfortunately, the movie makes a 
contrived attempt to be sentimental. It tries 
its hardest to stress good family values and 
trust and respect. 

The sentimentality is the film's 
biggest eye-roller. Jack Byrnes has 
what he calls a 
"circle of trust" in 
his family. But Jack 
does not trust anyone, and 
he must resolve his trust issues 
ith the Focker family and with 
is own family. 

Jack must learn to trust the 
rest of his family-and his step 
family. 

When he does, the movie 
takes a 180 and becomes inane, sentimental 
drivel, which is arguably infinitely worse than 
immature jokes. 

When a comedy based on contrived 
profanity jokes tries to be endearing, it 
usually just ends up bad. 

It seems like the joke's always on Ben 
Stiller. In "Zoolander," he was an idiot. In 
"Dodgeball," he was also an idiot. In "Meet 
the Fockers," Stiller has every single 
unfortunate event possible happen to him. 

"Meet the Fockers" has a few laughs, but 
the laughs are funny the first time. At an hour 
and 55 minutes, the movie is too long and too 
drawn-out. 

"Meet the Fockers" proves that something 
does not have to be good to grasp the public's 
attention. 

To put it into the vernacular, to make a 
predictable joke in accordance with the 
movie, the sequel to "Meet the Parents" is 
fockin' stupid.

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Report Shows Minority Enrollment Lacking 



Minority Enrollment Still Low 
Despite Administration 's 
Efforts To Encourage Diversity

The admissions office is working to gain 
participation in programs geared toward minority 
students. For many students and faculty, the lack 
of diversity at the University of Mary 
Washington has become a major issue. 

'To be straightforward. UMW is lacking in 
diversity in more ways than one," said junior 
Roycia Lawrence, a black student. "As a native 
of the District of Columbia, not only does the 
school lack ethnically and culturally, most 
[students] come from the sanle place [rural and 
suburban areas of Virginia]." 

The 2003 edition of the Princeton Review's 
"The Best 345 Colleges" ranked Mary 
Washington as the number one most racially 
homogenous college in the country and because 
of this ranking, minority enrollment has become 
an issue at UMW. 

The statistics support 
this ranking. In 2003, the 
freshman class had a total 
of 882 students, 12 of 
whom were black. This 
year, that number 
increased by two, up to 
14 black students, 
according to the 2004 
Admissions Office final 
report. 

Some minority 
students feel the effects 
from the»lack of diversity. 

Jessica Upshaw, a 

senior, who is half 
Cuban, noticed the lack 
of diversity right away. 

"It was a big change for me because my high 
school was 60 percent black and now I'm awash 
in white," she said. "My friends and I joke that 
I'm always the token minority in the group." 

In addition, this year there was a total of 91 
freshman minority students. According to the 
Admissions Office final report, off those 
students, 47 were Asian, two American Indian, 
14 black, 26 Hispanic and two multi racial, 

Some faculty members also see the lack of 
diversity as a major issue. 

"When students go to a school that is not 
diverse they are being short-changed," said 
Stephen Farnsworth, associate professor of 
political science and international affairs. "They 
are not given the opportunities to help them 
understand the world in which we live and help 



them succeed in it, through that greater 
understanding." 

The Admissions Office final report said 
programs such as Celebrating Cultural Diversity 
and Diversity Scholars Day are designed to 
increase the number of enrolled minority 
students at the University. 

Lawrence attended the Cultural Diversity Day 
by coincidence when visiting the campus for the 
first time. 

"I had some knowledge that UMW was a 
predominantly Caucasian school, but from what 
I saw in the viewbook, there appeared to be a 
good minority representation," she said. "But we 
all know that you get the best feel for an 
institution by visiting the campus and I visited on 
what I now know as Multicultural Day, which 
gave me a warped view of the student body. I 
knew I needed to enter a more diverse 
background myself since I was coming from a 
predominantly African American high school, so 
I said, good price, good size, good professors, 
and a good representation of everyone and I said 
yes." 

When Lawrence came to preview freshman 
year she noticed that the University was not as 
diverse as it had seemed. "However, reality hit 
me hard during 
preview when one- 
third of the class of 

2006 was in Great 

Hall and I remember 
seeing only two 
black people, 
including myself, 
and about six people 
who were not 
Caucasian. So much 
for that good 
representation," 
Lawrence said. 

According to Rita 
Thompson, assistant 
dean of admissions 
and head of minority 
recruitment, the admissions office is working 
with several programs to attract students of color. 
But the support of the entire community is 
needed to help increase diversity. 

"We want to have diversity, now we have to 
get the rest of the community involved in a more 
systematic way of wanting diversity," Thompson 
said. Diversity Scholars Day is a program 
designed to attract students of color. This 
program provides a chance for prospective 
students and their parents to come to the 
University and participate in activities that 
include mock classes, student and parent/ faculty 
administrator panels, lunch and a campus tour. 
According to the Admissions Office final report 
there were nearly 100 attendees this fall. 

Programs directed at minority students do

exist, but these programs do not show a strong 
ability to attract students. Celebrating Cultural 
Diversity had a total of 40 students register for 
the program, but only 11 students actually 
enrolled in the school this fall as freshmen, 
; to the final report. 

said the office of admissions is 
also working on several new programs to attract 
a greater diversity of students. 

"I also did a students of color breakfast to 
coincide with one of our traditional programs, 
Super 
Saturday, and 
that was the 
first time we 
had tried that 
and we had 
really a very 
small 
attendance," 
Thompson 

said. "I am 'Taken tram the AUimwioiwOff 
evaluating it, 

but it was a financial aid piece where we went 
over the Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid form and we talked about other creative 
ways of financing your college education, even 
though we're one of the most reasonable public 
institutions." 

The students that do participate in programs 
directed at minority students may be able to 
gain strong ties with fellow students on the 
campus. 

Freshman Greta Krafsig, a black student, 
participates in the student transition program 

(STP). 

"The program allowed me to spend several 
weeks on campus over the summer before 
classes started with other incoming freshman 
minority students," Krafsig said. "I was allowed 
to take English 101 for free and live on campus 
for free. Not only did I meet all my friends in 
STP, but it gave me greater confidence in myself 
in coming to college for the first time." 

Unfortunately many of these programs are not 
gaining immediate success. 

"A good amount of the minority 
organizations have problems recruiting 
members from the majority of the population, 
which would promote more ideas of diversity, 
awareness and other good things," Lawrence 
said. "All these organizations (Black Student 
Association, Spanish and Latino Student 
Association, Asian Student Association, etc) 
have an open door policy and the promotion 
of diversity and awareness is probably one of 
the first articles on their constitutions. For 
some reason, people don't go despite the fact 
that these organizations are desperately 
seeking new members of all backgrounds." 

According to Thompson, there are several 
reasons why minority students are not 



attracted to the University. 

"We know a lot about why they're 
[minority smdents] not attracted to us that we 
can't change," she said. "Obviously there are a 
number of minority students who arc attracted 
to us, so we try to capitalize on what it was that 
attracted them. What we don't have, and I 
often get the question, is football, marching 
band." 

Faculty members and students believe there 
are also several different reasons why minority 

students are not 
attracted to the 
campus. 

"In all 
honesty, I 
question how 
committed the 
administration 
is." 
Farnsworth 
tc I- ml Report for 2004 said. "There is 

plenty of 
money for a name change, plenty of money 
for a new tennis court. Over the last several 
years the number of black students who 
have joined the freshman class has fallen 
by half. I think it is incumbent by the 
administration to do a better job. ..27 black 
freshmen students two years ago is not a 
very diverse campus, but 14 African 
American freshmen students this year is 
even worse." 

The Admissions Office final report said 27 
black freshmen students came to the University 
in the fall of 2002. This year 14 black freshmen 
students came to the campus. 

The admissions office also participated in 
several programs mat attempt to create long- 
term investments for increasing minority 
enrollment. These programs begin at the middle- 
school level 

The report also stated that UMW sends 
representatives to begin giving middle 
school smdents the idea that this campus is 
an option for further education. Some of 
these programs include the Educational 
Talent Search in Hampton, and the James 
Farmer Program in the Fredericksburg and 
Caroline County. 

But Lawrence questions whether these 
programs will actually be helpful. 

"The school does try very much to 
recruit minorities and other persons of 
different backgrounds," said Lawrence. 

"I commend them for it because it is not 
an easy thing to do because diversity 
should be something worked towards and 
not forced upon, a delicate line to walk. If 
it's forced upon, all the good intentions 
diminish." 







New Portal Affects 
UMW Students

With the recent move to university status, 
the University of Mary Washington is 
beginning to adopt and accept changes in its 
technology system. From spam mail to those 
student passwords, to an overall outdated 
system, comes change and convenience. 

Three plans for change are now underway: 
a campus-customized portal system, which 
among other things will change the way 
students register for classes with a move from 
Eaglelink to Banner, a spam identification 
system in e-mail accounts and a more private 
and secure password system. 

According to Cathy Derecki, the 
university's director of web communications, 
a portal is a world wide Web site that serves 
as a major starting point for users when they 
connect to the web. Examples would include 
Yahoo or MSN; the University homepage 
serves as a more private portal system. 

Derecki said serious planning began about 
six to eight months ago to bring a customized 
spin on our current portal system. The new 
portal product, called Luminous, will allow 
all students and faculty to access all of the 
benefits of the UMW homepage (Blackboard, 
Eaglelink, Webmail, etc.), along with several 
new features through a single sign-on 
environment. 

That means students will only need to sign 
in with their password once to have access to 
everything. No more switching back and 
forth between Web sites and signing in each 
time. Derecki said the single sign-on page 
will give students and faculty access to just 



about everything they need, while creating a 
more personalized way to use the internet. 

Derecki also said the portal is designed to 
allow for targeted communication, as well. 
This means irrelevant e-mails will no longer 
clog up inboxes, as one of the main features 
of the portal makes it quick and easy to send 
things to certain people or groups. 

The portal also allows students and faculty 
to create their own groups to chat with, send 
announcements, and set up message boards, 
among other features. The portal is "a way to 
form community, as well as deliver content," 
Derecki said. 

The portal will also change the way 
students register for classes. As Eaglelink 
will be replaced and registration will occur 
through the Banner system, an 
administrative software application that 
was purchased in late 2003. According to 
Derecki, Dana Abbott, the director of 
information systems, will have a group of 
students test the new registration system on 
Feb. 21 and 22. 

"The best part is the flexibility it's going 
to afford," Derecki said. With features like 
calendaring, chat, announcements, message 
boards, academic support, groups and 
bookmarks to name a few, the portal will 
work to reorganize content on the web so that 
it becomes more personal," she said. 

While the planning stage of the portal 
system is finished, web development is still 
underway. Derecki said the university is 
planning to have the system up and running 
for student and faculty use by July 5 of this 
year. 

Joseph Haynes, the director of 



infrastructure services, said the spam 
identification system is next on the list of 
technology changes and will be implemented 
within the next few months. 

"Once the mwc.edu domain has been 
replaced by the umw.edu domain and we are 
satisfied that there are no lingering side 
effects of the domain name removal, we will 
implement the anti-spam system," he said. 

Spam, which fills up inboxes, wastes disk 
space and bandwidth, and threatens your 
privacy, can also spread viruses. 

"The number of fraudulent or infected 
email messages coming into the university's 
email system can be as many as 120,000 a 
day," Haynes said. 

Haynes said the new system will work to 
determine if an e-mail is in fact spam by 
using a 
scoring 
system. For 
instance, an e- 
mail with a 
link that says 
"click here" 
may be given 
one point. If 
an e-mail 
reaches a 
certain score, 
the system 
will then 
identify it as 
spam.

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Trinkle Lab Locked Down

Weeks before our inboxes were graced with 
the infamous "Political Science e-mail", students 
may have noticed that the door to the Trinkle 
computer lab had a combination lock on it.

Chemistry Professors Doubt Credibility of Online Rating System, Offer Alternatives 



This letter was written in response to "Students

We are writing in response to Leah Triplett's 
article, "Students Rate Professors Online," 
which appeared in The Bullet on Feb. 3, 2005.

Minority Enrollment Still Low 
Despite Administration s 
Efforts To Encourage Diversity

The admissions office is working to gain 
participation in programs geared toward minority 
students. For many students and faculty, the lack 
of diversity at the University of Mary 
Washington has become a major issue. 

"To be straightforward, UMW is lacking in 
diversity in more ways than one," said junior 
Roycia Lawrence, a black student. "As a native 
of the District of Columbia, not only does the 
school lack ethnically and culturally, most 
[students] come from the same place [rural and 
suburban areas of Virginia]." 

The 2003 edition of the Princeton Review's 
"The Best 345 Colleges" ranked Mary 
Washington as the number one most racially 
homogenous college in the country and because 
of this ranking, minority enrollment has become 
an issue at UMW. 

The statistics support 
this ranking. In 2003, the 
freshman class had a total 
of 882 students, 12 of 
whom were black. This 
year. that number 
increased by two, up to 
14 black students, 
according to the 2004 
Admissions Office final 
report. 

Some minority 
students feel the effects 
from the* lack of diversity. 

Jessica Upshaw, a 
senior, who is half 
Cuban, noticed the lack 
of diversity right away. 

"It was a big change for me because my high 
school was 60 percent black and now I'm awash 
in white," she said. "My friends and I joke that 
I'm always the token minority in the group." 

In addition, this year there was a total of 91 
freshman minority students. According to the 
Admissions Office final report, off those 
students, 47 were Asian, two American Indian, 
14 black, 26 Hispanic and two multi racial, 

Some faculty members also see the lack of 
diversity as a major issue. 

"When students go to a school that is not 
diverse they are being short-changed," said 
Stephen Farnsworth, associate professor of 
political science and international affairs. "They 
are not given the opportunities to help them 
understand the world in which we live and help 
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them succeed in it, through that greater 
understanding." 

The Admissions Office final report said 
programs such as Celebrating Cultural Diversity 
and Diversity Scholars Day arc designed to 
increase the number of enrolled minority 
students at the University. 

Lawrence attended the Cultural Diversity Day 
by coincidence when visiting the campus for the 
first time. 

"I had some knowledge that UMW was a 
predominantly Caucasian school, but from what 
I saw in the viewbook, there appeared to be a 
good minority representation," she said. "But we 
all know that you get the best feel for an 
institution by visiting the campus and I visited on 
what I now know as Multicultural Day, which 
gave me a warped view of the student body. I 
knew 1 needed to enter a more diverse 
background myself since I was coming from a 
predominantly African American high school, so 
I said, good price, good size, good professors, 
and a good representation of everyone and I said 
yes." 

When Lawrence came to preview freshman 
year she noticed that the University was not as 
diverse as it had seemed. "However, reality hit 
me hard during 
preview when one- 
third of the class of 

2006 was in Great 

Hall and I remember 
seeing only two 
black people, 
including myself, 
and about six people 
who were not 
Caucasian. So much 
for that good 
representation," 
Lawrence said. 

According to Rita 
Thompson, assistant 
dean of admissions 
and head of minority 
recruitment, the admissions office is working 
with several programs to attract students of color. 
But the support of the entire community is 
needed to help increase diversity. 

"We want to have diversity, now we have to 
get the rest of the community involved in a more 
systematic way of wanting diversity," Thompson 
said. Diversity Scholars Day is a program 
designed to attract students of color. This 
program provides a chance for prospective 
students and their parents to come to the 
University and participate in activities that 
include mock classes, student and parent/faculty 
administrator panels, lunch and a campus tour. 
According to the Admissions Office final report 
there were nearly 100 attendees this fall. 

Programs directed at minority students do 



exist, but these programs do not show a strong 
ability to attract students. Celebrating Cultural 
Diversity had a total of 40 students register for 
the program, but only 11 students actually 
enrolled in the school this fall as freshmen, 
according to the final report. 

Thompson said the office of admissions is 
also working on several new programs to attract 
a greater diversity of students. 

"I also did a students of color breakfast to 
coincide with one of our traditional programs, 
Super 



attracted to the University.

Aid form and we talked about other creative 
ways of financing your college education, even 
though we're one of the most reasonable public 
institutions." 

The students that do participate in programs 
directed at minority students may be able to 
gain strong ties with fellow students on the 
campus. 

Freshman Greta Krafsig, a black student, 
participates in the student transition program 
(STP). 

"The program allowed me to spend several 
weeks on campus over the summer before 
classes started with other incoming freshman 
minority students," Krafsig said. "I was allowed 
to take English 101 for free and live on campus 
for free. Not only did I meet all my friends in 
STP, but it gave me greater confidence in myself 
in coming to college for the first time." 

Unfortunately many of these programs are not 
gaining immediate success. 

"A good amount of the minority 
organizations have problems recruiting 
members from the majority of the population, 
which would promote more ideas of diversity, 
awareness and other good things," Lawrence 
said. "All these organizations (Black Student 
Association, Spanish and Latino Student 
Association, Asian Student Association, etc) 
have an open door policy and the promotion 
of diversity and awareness is probably one of 
the first articles on their constitutions. For 
some reason, people don't go despite the fact 
that these organizations are desperately 
seeking new members of all backgrounds."

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New Portal Affects

With the recent move to university status, 
the University of Mary Washington is 
beginning to adopt and accept changes in its 
technology system. From spam mail to those 
student passwords, to an overall outdated 
system, comes change and convenience. 

Three plans for change are now underway: 
a campus-customized portal system, which 
among other things will change the way 
students register for classes with a move from 
Eaglelink to Banner, a spam identification 
system in e-mail accounts and a more private 
and secure password system. 

According to Cathy Derecki, the 
university's director of web communications, 
a portal is a world wide Web site that serves 
as a major starting point for users when they 
connect to the web. Examples would include 
Yahoo or MSN; the University homepage 
serves as a more private portal system. 

Derecki said serious planning began about 
six to eight months ago to bring a customized 
spin on our current portal system. The new 
portal product, called Luminous, will allow 
all students and faculty to access all of the 
benefits of the UMW homepage (Blackboard, 
Eaglelink, Webmail, etc.), along with several 
new features through a single sign-on 
environment. 

That means students will only need to sign 
in with their password once to have access to 
everything. No more switching back and 
forth between Web sites and signing in each 
time. Derecki said the single sign-on page 
will give student:; and faculty access to just 



about everything they need, while creating a 
more personalized way to use the internet. 

Derecki also said the portal is designed to 
allow for targeted communication, as well. 
This means irrelevant e-mails will no longer 
clog up inboxes, as one of the main features 
of the portal makes it quick and easy to send 
things to certain people or groups. 

The portal also allows students and faculty 
to create their own groups to chat with, send 
announcements, and set up message boards, 
among other features. The portal is "a way to 
form community, as well as deliver content," 
Derecki said. 

The portal will also change the way 
students register for classes. As Eaglelink 
will be replaced and registration will occur 
through the Banner system, an 
administrative software application that 
was purchased in late 2003. According to 
Derecki, Dana Abbott, the director of 
information systems, will have a group of 
students test the new registration system on 
Feb. 21 and 22. 

"The best part is the flexibility it's going 
to afford," Derecki said. With features like 
calendaring, chat, announcements, message 
boards, academic support, groups and 
bookmarks to name a few, the portal will 
work to reorganize content on the web so that 
it becomes more personal," she said. 

While the planning stage of the portal 
system is finished, web development is still 
underway. Derecki said the university is 
planning to have the system up and running 
for student and faculty use by July 5 of this 
year.

"Once the mwc.edu domain has been 
replaced by the umw.edu domain and we are 
satisfied that there are no lingering side 
effects of the domain name removal, we will 
implement the anti-spam system," he said. 

Spam, which fills up inboxes, wastes disk 
space and bandwidth, and threatens your 
privacy, can also spread viruses. 

"The number of fraudulent or infected 
email messages coming into the university's 
email system can be as many as 120,000 a 
day," Haynes said.

We are in full agreement that students want 
to make informed decisions when selecting 
courses and instructors, but this website does 
not necessarily help in that process. 

If you want to know how we teach, talk to 
us, sit in one of our classes, ask us for old 
exams/assignments or talk to a variety of our 
former students (not just the ones who earned 
A's or D's); do not base your decision on the 
ratings we receive from the students who really 
loved or hated us.
